Bill  Williams 
is  making  z  separate  report  on  this  for  the 
bulletin.  It  is  our  intention  to  let  you 
know  in  the  next  issue  of  "SCRIP  TALK" 
to  send  your  tokens  for  the  May  1986  auction. 
We  need  more  'goodies'  pieces. 

A  lot  of  work  was  done  by  our  "By-Laws"  committee.  Tippy, 
Thompson  and  Wagaman  in  getting  changes  to  our  constitution  and 
by-laws  ready  for  approval  at  Duffield.  These  changes  will  make 
provision  for  several  needed  improvements  for  the  future,  including 
provision  for  life  membership.  Changes  In  our  by-laws  will  also 
reflect  our  interest  In  making  our  association  broader  In  its 
interests  and  making  welcome  those  whose  collecting  interests  are 
not  limited  strictly  to  scrip.  Hopefully,  a  copy  of  the  constit¬ 
ution  and  amended  by-laws  can  be  furnished  the  membership  prior  to 
our  Spring  meeting.  Also  at  Duffield,  permission  was  voted  by  the 
membership  for  this  same  committee  to  proceed  with  necessary  steps 
:  to  having  NSCA  incorporated.  More  on  that  later. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  our  Spring  1986  meeting  to  be  at  Beckley,  West  V a.  but 
this  is  not  final  at  this  point.  As  we  grow  It  becdmes  more  difficult  to  find 
adequate  size  meeting  rooms,  and  we  always  consider  what  it  is  going  to  cost 
individual  members  for  food  and  rooms.  ' 

Several  unlisted  pieces  turned  up  at  Duffield  ,and  were  recorded  on  the  spot 
by  Bill  Williams.  Remember  -  foil  your  hew  finds  and  get  them  to  Bill,  noting 
type  of  metal  and  number  of  each  piece  found.  Some  new  members  may  not 
realize  how  easy  it  is  to  foil  pieces.  Simply  fold  aluminum  foil  (shiny  side 
next  to  token)  and  go  over  this  with  an  ordinary  pencil  erase  The  heavier 
the  foil  the  more  durable  the  impression,  but  detail  is  better  with  a  not  too 
heavy  foil.  The  large  erasers  that  fit  over  a  wooden  pencil  are  very  fine  for 
this.  If  you  have  time  to  do  It,  you  might  consider  foiling  all  the  better  pieces 
in  your  collection  and  using  the  foils  for  display  in  your  albums  or  boxes, 
keeping  the  original  pieces  In  the  bank  or  other  vault.

DIS  AND  DATA . Back  in  the  days  when  merchants  in  nearby  towns  took  in  scrip  from 

the  miners  at  a  discount  of  25%  or  more  in  exchange  for  ready  spendable  cash,  I 
often  wondered  how  the  merchant  got  rid  of  his  supply  of  scrip.  Did  he  go  to  the 
company  store  and  buy  needed  items.  Recently  learned  that  he  took  the  scrip  back  to 
the  store  for  a  cash  buy  at  10%  discount.  Thus,  the  miner  lost  25%  or  more  on  the 
transaction  -  the  merchant  picked  up  15%  or  more  on  the  deal  and  the  company  store 
made  an  additional  10%  on  the  deal  without  selling  any  merchandise.  W.C. 


A  REGUIAR  MELTING  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Scrip  Col  lectors 
Association  was  held  on  IRIDAY,  OCTOBER  4,  1985  at  2:30  p.m.  at  the  Ranada  inn 
in  Duf field,  Virginia.  There  were  present  the  following  constituting  a  quorun 
for  the  transaction  of  business:  President  Crawford  Blakeman,  Vice-Presidents 
John  Taylor,  Mark  Ballard  and  John  Podgurski,  Past  Presidents  .  R.  Tippy  and 
Bill  Williams  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell. 

A  special  committee  ccnposed  of  R.  R.  Tippy,  James  Thaipaon  and  Lloyd  Waga- 
man  presented  a  report  on  the  incorporation  of  the  organization.  Several  options 
were  discussed  and  following  proper  motion,  the  Board  voted  to  refer  to  the 
general  membership  meeting  the  following:  That  the  National  Scrip  Collectors 
Association  be  incorporated  as  a  regular  profit  making  corporation  with  the  Statf* 
of  West  Virginia.  No  stock  will  be  issued  and  the  officers  of  the  Association 
will  serve  as  corporate  officers.  This  action  -  following  approval  by  the  members 
will  be  subject  to  final  approval  by  the  attorney  who  will  process  the  application. 

Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell  reported  that  the  current  cash  balance  of  the 
organization  as  of  October  1,  1985  was  $5794.02  with  no  outstanding  accounts. 

All  organization  funds  are  on  deposit  at  the  Fayette  County  National  Bank, 
Fayetteville,  West  Va. 

Secretary  Walter  Caldwell  reported  that  the  current  membership  stands  at 
415  members.  It  was  noted  that  dues  collection  will  start  with  the  next  issue 
of  the  bulletin  in  advance  of  the  publication  of  a  new  membership  directory  in 
late  February  or  early  March.  All  members  were  urged  to  pay  their  dues  promptly 
to  avoid  having  their  name  left  out  of  the  directory. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  organization  policy  of  selling  a  deceased 
manbers  collection  through  the  Mail  Auction  Sale  of  NSCA.  It  was  noted  that  the 
present  rules  require  a  collection  of  1,000  pieces  or  more.  Fbl lowing  proper 
motion  it  was  voted  to  strike  this  provision  from  the  rules  and  refer  approval 
to  the  general  marbership  meeting. 

Following  a  lengthy  discussion,  it  was  voted  to  bring  the  Catalog  Ccmnittee 
under  direct  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors  with  the  provision  that  the 
committee  have  the  latitude  to  effectively  do  their  job  without  direct  approval 
of  every  action  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  This  action  is  to  be  referred  to  the 
general  membership  meeting  for  approval. 

Following  a  discussion,  it  was  voted  to  pay  the  present  outstanding  debts 
of  the  Catalog  Committee  from  the  General  Fund  of  NSCA. 

Following  a  discussion,  it  was  voted  and  approved  that  a  Life  Membership 
be  made  available  in  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association.  The  fee  for  a 
life  membership  to  be  20  (twenty)  times  the  annual  dues.  Funds  from  the  Life 
Membership  are  to  be  maintained  in  an  interest  bearing  account  and  the  interest 
to  be  used  to  pay  the  annual  dues  to  the  General  Fund.  Approval  is  subject  to 
the  general  membership  meeting  and  additional  information  will  be  presented  later 
to  initiate  this  program. 

Following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  Spring  1986  meeting  in 
the  Beckley  -  Blue  field  area  with  Vice-President  John  Podgurski  to  work  out 
the  advance  arrangements  with  the  motel  selected. 

There  being  no  additional  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

Altogether  it  was  a  successful  auction.  Although  the  95  lots  took  a 
long  time,  the  34  bidders  who  registered  stayed  with  us  until  the  end,  A 
and  24  of  them  made  purchases.

THE  COMPANY  STORF 


(Editor's  note:  This  very  interesting  description  of  a  ooal  company  store  was 
provided  by  Scriptor  Tcm  Shook  of  Johnstown,  PA.  The  article  was  written  by 
Frances  Pluchinsky  now  deceased.  Her  husband,  Joe,  has  given  permission  for  the 
publication  of  the  portion  of  her  not  copyrighted  book  reprinted  below.  W.C. ) 

In  construction,  the  oompany  store  was  a  huge  stone  building,  huge  for 
Vintondale  (PA).  It  housed  the  store  and  butcher  shop  (no  one  called  it  a  meat 
mark)  on  the  street  floor,  and  the  mine  offices  and  canpany  offices  on  the  second 
floor.  A  telephone  central  was  also  on  this  floor.  The  meat  department  was  on 
the  front  corner  of  this  building,  and  it  was  the  butcher's  duty,  not  only  to 
cut,  wrap,  sell  meat,  but  also  to  handle  all  produce,  cheeses,  eggs,  fish  and 
even  yeast  and  butter,  lard  and  such  items.  He  was  responsible  for  a  monthly 
inventory  and  an  accurate  record  of  all  sales  slips,  invoices  and  bills.  The 
bookkeeping  itself  was  done  by  the  store  manager.  In  the  mid  20' s,  meat  was 
inexpensive  compared  to  today's  standards,  but  again  wages  were  small,  very 
snail.  Chuck  roast  was  14  cents  a  pound,  round  steak  was  27  cents  a  pound, 
hamburg  15  cents  a  lb.,  frankfurters  were  18  cents,  but  bacon  was  a  luxury  at 
45  cents  a  pound.  Tbr  one  quarter,  you  could  get  a  good  sized  bag  of  mixed 
fruit.  Eggs  were  180  a  dozen .  Every  Friday  evening  the  butcher  made  prepar¬ 
ations  for  the  caning  busy  Saturday,  by  cutting  seme  meat  ahead,  and  placing 
and  arranging  the  fruits  and  vegetables  on  their  racks.-  Sometimes  this  work 
continued  on  till  midnight,  at  no  extra  pay. 

I 

Now  the  store  sold  just  about  everything:  hardware,  tools,  clothing, 
both  work  clothes  and  dress  clothes,  drugs,  cigars,  cigarettes,  candy,  household 
furniture,  and  many,  many  other  items  besides  groceries.  It  had  many  departments 
sectioned  into  several  rooms.  There  was  the  grocery  area,  the  shoe  roam,  the 
drug  roan,  a  notion  counter,  a  men's  clothing  and  underwear  area,  a  back  room 
for  storage  of  feeds,  large  bags  of  flour,  sugar ,•  potatoes  and  crates  and  crates 
of  groceries .  I  have  first  hand  knowledge  of  this  store  for  I  worked  there  from 
1928  to  1930  as  a  part  time  worker  on  Saturdays  and  summers ,  then  after  graduation 
May  1930  to  July  1935  as  a*  full  time  clerk.  I  worked  side  by  side  with  John 
Barclay,  Kathryn  Makepeace,  Howard  Gould ,  Pearl  Gallandy  and  Joe  the  butcher. 

Short  time  later,  Agnes  Huth  joined  us. 

We  worked  hard.  Nothing  was  prepackaged,  we  did  it  all.  If  a  customer 
wanted  a  peck  or  half  peck  of  potatoes,  that  meant  we  had  to  go  down  to  the 
cellar,  fill. up  the  bag,  carry  it  up  to  the  scale  for  the  proper  weight,  then  tie 
this  bag  with  twine  that  hung  constantly  over  our  heads.  What  a  struggle  it  was 
to  wrap  us  six  cans  of  milk  or  six  loaves  of  bread.  Paper  bags  were  scarce  and 
flimsy.  The  wrapping  paper  was  also  flimsy  and  it  was  a  miracle  if  it  lasted  the 
trip  home.  How  many  potato  spills  there  were  out  on  the  street,  how  many  loaves 
of  bread  fell  to  the  ground.  We  each  had  our  own  counters  to  work  from,  and 
there  wasn't  a  day  pass  by  that  our  email  fingers  didn’t  get  all  cut  up  with 
the  wrapping  twine,  and  we  had  to  run  to  the  medicine  cabinet  for  bandages. 

Behind  these  counters  were  shelves  and  shelves  of  canned  foods,  spices,  and 
more,  but  under  these  shelves  were  a  nuaber  of  pull  out  bins.  The  contained  dry 
lima  beans,  kidney  beans,  navy  beans,  Roman  beans,  and  rice,  and  each  bin  held 
ttoe  contents  of  a  100  pound  sack.  Many  a  time  I'd  open  a  bin,  as  a  customer 
wanted  a  pound  of  beans  or  rice,  and  a  mouse  or  rat  would  jump  out.  Very  handy 
were  items  that  were  frequent  sales  such  as  cigarettes.  We  handled  Lucky  Strikes, 
Camels,  Chesterfields ,  Old  Gold,  Philip  Morris,  Herbert  Tareyton  cigarettes. 

They  were  150  a  pack.  During  the  depression  we  added  "76"  and  "Wings"  that  sold 
for  100  a  package.  Also  popular  were  tobacco  sales,  Five  Brothers  and  Cutty 
Pipe,  came  in  150  and  100  packages.  Our  cigars  were  in  a  glass  enclosed  show¬ 
case,  and  of  course,  wo  handled  the  best  brands.  All  types  of  pipes  were  on

display  cards,  corn  cobs  were  250  each.  And,  of  course,  we  sold  ever  so  many 
tins  of  Copenhagen  snuff  at  100. 

In  the  early  30' s,  there  was  a  federal  law  passed  that  mines  and  other 
industrial  workers  must  wear  safety  toe  shoes.  We  had  such  a  busy  week  selling 
these  shoes  to  the  miners,  hundreds  of  pairs.  And,  of  course,  all  the  miners 
thought  that  was  such  a  silly  law. 

Above  the  grocery  shelves,  were  more  shelves,  with  neatly  displays  of 
coal  buckets,  miners'  dinner  pails,  cooking  pots,  tea  kettles  and  of  course, 
the  chamber  pots  that  were  used  at  that  time.  I  didn't  care  too, much  about 
climbing  a  ladder  for  any  of  these  items  if  a  customer  needed  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  store  against  the  whole  length  of  the  wall  were  the 
notions,  dry  goods,  ladies  wear,  infants  wear,  and  of  course  towels,  curtains 
blankets  and  bedspreads.  You  could  buy  unbleached  muslin  by  the  bolt,  10 
yards  for  590.  Cotton  lisle  hosiery  was  150  a  pair.  Children's  hose  were  the 
same  price,  because  all  children  wore  long  stockings.  Silk  hose  were  too 
expensive  at  980  so  they  didn't  sell  too  well.  You  could  buy  a  ladies  bra  for 
250,  but  it  was  most  plain,  not  form  fitting.  Some  bras  had  rayon  flower  designs, 
these  were  the  better  ones  for  290.  A  beautiful  item  was  a  crepe  de  chine 
chemise,  sheer  and  lacy,  a  one  piece  of  underclothing  for  sutmer  wear  under  a 
sheer  blouse,  only  of  course,  for  the  dainty  lady.  And... we  sold  bloomers... 
all  kinds,  white  sateen,  black  sateen,  pink  sateen,  nainsooks,  came  in  all  sizes, 
and  these  were  sunnier  wear.  In  the  winter  flannel  ones  were  the  best  seller. 

The  store  sold  boxes  and  boxes  of  long  underwear,  these  were  called  union  suits. 
Everyone  wore  these.  These  showcases  displayed  infant  sweaters  and  lovely 
dresses,  the  lace  curtains  and  fancy  brocaded  bedspreads,  and  lace  table  cloths. 
Linen  dresser  scarves,  madeira  lace  do iles,  and  Philippine  embroidery  were  in  full 
view.  We  also  sold  buttons,  safety  and  straight  pins,  hat  pins,  needles,  thread, 
lace,  elastic,  and  everything  else  the  home  sewer  needed. 

Directly  opposite  the  household  showcases  was  the  men's  department, 

#  where  the  latest  styles  of  shirts,  ties,  socks  and  sweaters  were  on  display, 
also  in  glass  showcases.  There  was  a  cabinet  with  glass  sliding  doors  that 
held  nothing  but  men's  hats,  for  the  dressed  up  gentleman.  The  store  boasted 
its'  latest  styles  and  fads.  Several  weeks  before  Easter,  the  management 
arranged  to  have  a  factory  representative,  with  a  knowledge  of  tailoring,  come 
to  the  store  with  his  samples .  After  choosing  the  fabric,  the  gentleman  was 
measured  up  for  a  suit,  and  an  order  was  placed.  These  suits  all  came  in  time 
for  Easter.  This  was  quite  a  profitable  sales  arrangement  for  the  store,  for 
the  paying  arrangements  were  quite  ideal,  $5.00  per  month  until  paid  off. 

Down  in  the  basement  we  kept  tools  and  such  related  items.  I  had  to 

*  learn  early  and  quickly  the  difference  between  a  6d  nail  and  a  lOd  nail,  I  had 
to  know  the  different  kinds  of  shoves,  and  picks,  the  different  screws,  nuts 
and  bolts,  cotter  pins,  etc.  I  had  to  know  what  an  augur  was,  or  a  bit  or  an 
awl,  the  different  hatchets  and  axes. 

The  upstairs  contained  a  storage  area  for  screen  doors,  screening, 
galvanized  wire  for  gardens,  and  chicken  yards;  for  galvanized  buckets  and 
pails;  but,  we  also  had  a  few  furniture  items. 

On  one  special  occasion,  I  can  remember  shewing  Mr.  Schwerin,  the  New 
York  City  V.I.P.,  a  light  oak  swinging  cradle.  And  he  was  fascinated  so  much 
by  it,  he  cranked  and  cranked  the  spring,  just  to  watch  it  go  back  and  forth, 
the  1930 's  system  of  automation. 


THE  COMPANY  STPCRE:  (Continued) 


Our  store  had  a  very  good  assortment  of  drugs.  We  carried  all  kinds  of 
liniments,  pills,  laxatives,  alcohol,  syrup  of  ipecac,  Lydia  Pinkham's  liver 
tablets,  all  sorts  of  herb  powders.  We  had  colognes,  shaving  soaps  and  Bay  Run. 
There  were  bandages,  epscm  salts,  breast  pimps,  boric  acid  and  sulphur  powders. 
And  too,  we  sold  lots  and  lots  of  bed  bug  powders  and  roach  repellents,  and  there 
were  moth  flakes.  Baking  aids  such  as  vanilla  extract,  other  extracts  were  on 
these  shelves,  side  by  side  with  blood  builders,  castor  oil,  tonics  and  the 
most  popular  aspirin  tablets. 

I  have  given  you  an  idea  of  the  outlay  of  the  store,  but  I  must  also 
mention  the  business  part  of  it.  Peary  Wilson  took  care  of  the  books,  but  it 
was  Katherine  Makepeace  who  took  care  of  all  office  transactions.  It  was  here 
that  the  customer  came  for  a  coupon  before  any  purchase.  Before  Katherine  could 
issue  a  coupon,  she  rang  a  crank  phone  connected  to  the  upstairs  mine  offices. 

At  the  other  end,  one  of  the  girls  would  check  each  miner's  work  card  in  their 
files.  If  the  miner  was  not  overspent,  the  coupon  was  written  out.  There  were 
white  coupons  with  a  five  dollar  value,  yellow7  was  worth  three  dollars,  pink 
was  two  dollars.  During  the  depression,  a  new  one  dollar  blue  coupon  was  intro¬ 
duced.  And  many  times  even  a  dollar's  worth  of  scrip  was  hard  to  cane  by. 

So  as  a  purchase  was  made,  the  total  amount  was  deducted  frcm  the 
coupon  value.  The  clerk  itemized  the  items  purchased,  on  a  saleslip.  This 
saleslip  and  coupon  were  sent  by  overhead  pulley  car  to  the  office.  This 
overhead  carrier  rode  on  wires  over  our  heads  and  after  the  slip  and  coupon 
were  safely  clipped  onto  it,  a  rope  on  a  pulley  was  pulled  to  ship  it  on  its' 
way  to  the  office.  There  were  a  few  charge  accounts  at  the  store,  but  most  of 
the  business  was  transacted  by  using  coupons.  The  butcher  shop  too,  had  the 
same  system.  So  with  slips  and  carriers  whizzing  by,  this  was  quite  an  active 
and  very  busy  place. 

In  the  late  afternoon,  when  the  office  girls  upstairs  quit  work  for 
the  day  at  five  o'clock,  you'd  see  each  of  them  carrying  one  of  the  file 
*  boxes  downstairs  to  the  store  office  so  Katherine  would  have  the  records  to 
refer  to.  The  store  remained  opened  till  eight  o'clock  on  weekdays  and 
nine  o'clock  on  Saturdays.

Our  canpany  store  window  displays  were  quite  an  attraction.  The  fall 
window  was  full  of  colorful  leaves,  hunting  suits,  guns,  hunting  caps,  shells, 
all  arranged  around  stuffed  pheasants,  a  big  black  bear,  squirrel,  and  a  deer 
head  or  two.  But  the  Christmas  window  display  was  always  my  favorite.  As  a 
child  I'd  be  so  excited  that  I  stood  out  there  in  the  cold,  with  my  lips  next 
to  the  glass,  and  how  many  times  my  breath  froze  ray  lips  to  that  window.  I 
wanted  to  get  as  close  as  I  could  to  see  the  dolls  that  closed  their  eyes  when 
laid  down,  dolls  that  said,  "Ma,  MaM,  the  stuffed  Teddy  bears.  I  wanted  to  see 
the  wind-up  trains  on  tracks,  the  trucks,  trolleys  and  little  red  wagons  and 
sleds.  There  were  cast  iron  banks  of  all  sorts,  dancing  Negroes  on  a  wind-up 
box,  balls,  dishes  of  good  china  and  also  of  tin  for  the  little  girl  all  placed 
on  a  miniature  table  with  chairs.  There  were  checkers  and  dominoes. 

There  was  always  a  little  broom.  It  was  such  a  popular  sales  item,  and  the 
little  iron  and  ironing  board.  All  this  dream  world  was  enough  to  excite  any 
little  child.  And  all  this  was  around  a  decorated  Christmas  tree. 

The  other  window  had  to  show  the  popular  Parker  pen  and  pencil  sets  in 
gift  boxes;  there  were  lead  pencils  on  a  velvet  ribbon  a  young  lady  wore  around 
her  neck.  Also  shown  were  fancy  lingerie,  nighties  and  kimonos. 

i 

Now  this  store  sold  a  lot  of  candy  from  a  special  display  case,  and 
sometimes  a  special  candy  order  would  come  that  would  offer  a  free  gift  with 
every  pound.  Along  with  a  barrel  full  of  marshmallow  peanuts  came  elephant 
banks.  With  a  barrel  full  of  gun  drop  "Nigger  babies"  came  gun  balls  to  each 
purchaser  of  a  pound,  bur  busiest  candy  sales  were  from  children  going  and 
earning  from  school,  noon  times  and  afternoon.  They  came  with  their  pennies, 
and  the  poor  clerk  would  have  to  wait  till  they  made  up  their  mind  on  what  they 
wanted.  When  jelly  beans  arrived  every  Spring  in  barrels,  we'd  count  than  out 
ahead  of  time  as  spare  time  allowed,  15  for  a  peiiny,  and  the  tiny  bag  was 
ready.  There  were  boxes  and  boxes  of  penny  candy,  long  licorice  sticks,  ice 
cream  candy  cones,  caramels,  maple  sugar  in  a  dish  with  spoon.  There  were 
coconut  stripes,  crystal  candy,  little  glass  trapns  filled  with  candy  pills, 
along  with  glass  pistols  filled  with  the  same.  All  the  favorite  chocolates 
were  there  in  the  candy  case  also.  %  favorite  was  Schraft's  maple  nut  cream. 

But  the  most  enticking  display  of  candy  was  the  Christmas  candy  arrange¬ 
ment.  Counters  were  built  in  the  center  aisle  of  the  store,  and  bucket  after 
bucket  of  candy  were  out  in  the  open.  Of  course  all  this  was  enclosed  by 
chicken  wire,  for  there  would  be  too  many  samplers .  Seine  candy  came  in  fancy 
tin  boxes  and  fancy  cans  that  could  be  used  as  gifts.  My  mouth  waters  even  now 
as  I  think  of  all  those  goodies.  Chocolate  drops  were  i5C  lb. ,  sugar  cream 
candies  and  peanut  brittle  were  190  lb.  The  good  chocolates  were  250  lb.  I 
can  still  see  the  fancy  cleartowy,  in  all  colors,  the  white,  pink, yellow  and 
chocolate  coconut  bonbons,  striped  coconut  bars,  peanut  clusters,  peanut  butter 
bars,  all  colors  of  gum  drops,  the  old  fashioned  rock  candy.  For  a  dollar  you 
got  a  very  generous  supply  of  Christmas  candy.  Anyone  who  spent  more  than 
that  was  considered  extravagant. 

Sometimes  the  manager  made  a  good  deal  with  a  drug  canpany,  and  he’d 
get  a  big  order  of  Dr.  Caldwell's  cough  synp.  So  a  supply  of  advertising 
came  with  the  deal.  A  window  display  followed,  showing  life  sized  cardboard 
figures  of  the  bearded  Dr.  Caldwell,  surrounded,  by  three  sizes  of  cough  syrup. 

Of  course  there  was  a  sale,  and  the  result  was  quite  satisfactory.
